i_ocal man arrested 
in molestation case 



A Davis man was arrested Satur- 
day morning on suspicion of molest- 
ing an H-year-oid boy at a Tuolumne 
County campground five years ago 
when he was a Boy Scout camp 
counselor. 

It was the second time this year 
that Charles William Robb, 27, of 
1313 Sequoia Place, has been 
charged with molesting boys during 
camping trips. 

On May 1, Robb was arrested by 
Sacramento County authorities on 
four felony counts of molesting boys 
between 8 and 11 years old. The al- 
leged incidents occurred during an 
overnight YMCA activity in Sacra- 
mento in March. 

Robb remained free on bail after 
booking on the Sacramento charges. 
A $20,000 warrant for his arrest on 
the Tuolumne County charges was 
issued recently and Robb was ar- 
~sted by Davis police at his home 
lrday morning. He was again

The Tuolumne incident reportedly 
occurred in 1981 when Robb was a 
camp counselor for the Boy Scouts of 
America in Merced County, accord- 



ing to Tuolumne County sheriff's in- 
vestigator Tom KaufmancL 

The Merced Boy Scout troop came 
to Camp John Mensinger in the high 
country of Tuolumne County for a 
weeklong camp, Kaufmann said. 
The victim, an H-yearoid camper, 
reported two incidents to camp au- 
thorities but because molestation 
was less understood thai, Robb was 
not prosecuted, although he was 
asked to resign from his position as 
counselor. 

After the Sacramento cases came 
to light, Tuolumne County authori- 
ties sought a warrant for his arrest 
on two counts of lewd and lascivious 
acts with a child under the age of 14 
for the 1381 incidents, Kaufmann 
said.

SACRAMENTO — A Davis youth 
worker has been accused of four 
counts of sexually molesting chil- 
dren during an overnight activity at 
a YMCA gymnasium, authorities re- 
ported* 

Charles William Robb, 27,-of 1313 
Sequoia-Placer was-freed on $25,000 
bail Thursday after a Sacramento 
County Superior Court hearing. 
^ Robb, an assistant program director 

ith the YMCA and a volunteer Boy 

jout leader, is accused of molesta- 
tion involving five boys ranging in 
age from 9 to 16 years old. 

Davis police aided Sacramento 
County authorities in Kobb's arrest 
Thursday afternoon. 

Robb was charged with perform- 
ing a lewd and lascivious act on a 9* 
year-old boy; molesting an 11-year- 
old boy; and two counts of molesting 
and annoying children, The Asso- 
ciated Press reported. 

Authorities said the alleged inci- 
dents occurred March 14 at an 
"overnighter" activity at the Al- 
mond Avenue YMCA facility in sub- 
urban Orangevale.
